The board members had been 
meeting Tuesday evening in an air 
of subdued excitement, which was 
interrupted by one three minute 
outburst, during the evening, But, 
when Banda assumed the responsi- 
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members quieted down, 
and all was friendly, 

Banda explained that he had au- 
thorized the printing of the Mickey 
Report in the belief that itwas THE 
report of the Planning Board, 

Only three days elapsed between 
the hearing on Apartment House 
Zoning and the time that the com- 
mittee had to complete their re~ 
port. The report was completed 
Sunday night, and Banda, Monday 
morning when he authorized the 
printing, thought it was that report. 

The report had been prepared 
by member Melvin Bloom, and he 
showed it to Banda. Not knowing 
that the other members were pre- 
paring the ‘regular’ report, and 
seeing that the ‘Mickey’ was in 
fact another restatement of the

SELECTMEN JOYLESS 
ABOUT BALDWIN INVITE 


BRAD MORSE COMING 


The Board of Selectmen, meeting 
Tuesday night because of Monday’s 
holiday, agreed that they did not 
to have anything to say, at the Bald~ 
win Civic Meeting, which has been 
called to ‘air’ the tax rate discus- 
sion started by Paul Niles and 
Charles Burt. 

‘The meeting was one ofthe calm~- 
est in months, Selectman John 
Brooks was absent, andthere were 
no controversies, 

Selectman Lloyd Bender was the 
only one of those present who signi- 
fled any willingness to talk about 
the tax rate controversy at the 
Baldwin meeting. He said that 
regardless of what the other mem- 
bers did, he was going to ‘spectate 
if not participate’ in the meeting, 
‘The Baldwin meeting is scheduled 
for Oct. 22nd, at 8 pm in the High 
School cafeteria. 

Bender’s reason for willing to 
attend, and perhaps participate was 
that he felt that there may be in- 
formation forthcoming, for which 
the Selectmen have been looking. 

The Selectmen had been talking 
about the possibility of hiring an 
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outside auditor, TM Bouchardhad 
told the Selectmen that he had been 
in contact with the State Depart- 
ment of Corporations and Taxation 
asking that the State go over the 
figures inthe controversy about the 
tax rate, Bouchard had suggested 
that the town hire an outside firm 
to ‘audit’ the papers involved, The 
cost he said, would be $150to$200 
a day, for a first rate consultant, 
and would probably take four days, 
Bouchard said that if there was 
any doubt in the Selectmen’ s minds 
it should be resolved, Chairman 
Rene LaRivee declared that the 
situation was serious 

Bender said that for the town to 
hire an auditor was just a contin- 
uance of color - and characterized 
the proposal as going from ‘red 
herring to whitewash’ 

The discussion started, Bender 
sald, when he addressed five ques~ 
tions to the Board of Selectmen, 
which questions had been given to 
him by Niles and Burt, He told 
his fellow Selectmen that the ques- 
tions had been asked without any 
personalities, and that the vehe- 
mence and umpleasantries came 
with the replies. 

Bender didn’t feel it was neces~ 
sary to hire an auditor, The ans- 
wer to the questions, he said, had 
appeared in last week’s Town Crier 
in the letter by Stanley Webber.
